only adopted many features of our civiliz- 
ation but have so identified. themselves 
with the fortunes of the land of their 
adoption that they “һауе proved themselves 
no less patriotic than their neighbours, Thus 
the Parsis, having made India their home, are 
“ Indians first and Parsis afterwards." 

The story is told that the Parsi Dastur that 
headed the first band of Parsis that landed in 
this country after the Arab conquest of Persia 
said to the ruling Prince of Sanjan:
